Kabul was calm despite several days of rumors 
that Najibullah had fled or tried to flee. State-run 
Kabul Radio did not report the change in power 
until Thursday night. 

Speaking to reporters, Foreign Minister Abdul 
Wakil said Najibullah tried to escape with a brother

and a close aide but was stopped by rebel militia- 
men at Kabul’s international airport about 2 a.m. 
Thursday. 

Wakil denounced the former president for cow- 
ardice. He said Najibullah feared “he would have 
to answer for some of his past deeds,” referring to 
Najibullah’s six-year reign as the head of the 
feared secret police known as KHAD. 

Wakil said the current head of the secret police, 
Ghulam Farouq Yaqubi, killed himself Thursday 
after learning of Najibullah’s escape attempt. 

Wakil would not comment directly, but hinted 
Najibullah was being held by non-governmental 
forces. 

Russia’s ITAR-Tass said he was arrested. 
Agence France Presse said the leader had success- 
fully fled the country, but officials in nearby Pak- 
istan and India said he had not gone there. 

Members of the presidential guard prevented 
people from entering the U.N. compound in Kabul, 
leading to reports that Najibullah was taken there. 
U.N. officials in New York said they could not 
confirm the reports.

Libya, and Belgium, which looks af- 
ter U.S. interests in Libya, said it had 
been told to reduce its diplomatic 
staff. 

“They told me some embassy mem- 
bers would have to leave soon and 
they will in the next few hours notify 
me of the names and the deadline,” 
Belgian Ambassador Leon Doyen 
said. 

He said he had no new information 
about the status of Americans in 
Libya. 

About 1 million foreigners, includ- 
ing 500 to 1,000 Americans, live in the 
nation of 4.2 million people. Many said 
they were not afraid and did not plan 


to flee. 

However, Russia began evacuating 
about 3,000 of its citizens — military 
advisers, technicians and their family 
members — from Libya. 

Radio Russia said Moscow was con- 
cerned about the “threat of terrorist 
attacks against foreigners of states 
which have supported the United Na- 
tions sanctions against Libya.” 

Despite the grounding of flights, 
land and sea links remained, including 
ferry service to the nearby island of 
Malta. 

Traffic through Salloum, the 
Egypt-Libya border crossing point, 
was reported normal.

PHILADELPHIA — Democrat Bill Clinton 
attacked President Bush’s record on the economy 
Thursday as the worst in 50 years and said his own

Bush renewed his support for allowing Ameri- 
cans to borrow against future earnings to pay for 
college and job training. 

Bush and Clinton spoke just minutes apart. 

Clinton outlined his own economic plans, rang- 
ing from tax incentives for new investment and 
research and development to full funding for Head 
Start. They included blueprints to ease the transi- 
tion away from defense production. 

Clinton delivered his economic message at the

Business. 

“Our president does not have a strategy,” Clin- 
ton said. “His strategy is do nothing. The only time 
he changes is when the polls change or the pres- 
sures mount.”

been low taxes on corporations and upper-income

eGeor rge Bush’s presidency has produced slower 
economic growth, slower job growth and slower 
income growth than any administration since the 
Great Depression,” Clinton said. 

“It is not a Republican or a Democratic issue,” he 
said. “It’s America against the rest of the world. 
Every other advanced nation is governed by a 
strategy for increasing growth.” 

Clinton’s plans included: 

—Full funding of Head Start, an apprenticeship 
program for high school students who don’t go on to 
college and allowing college students to pay back 
their education costs later in income or service. 

—An investment tax credit as well as tax breaks 
for new enterprise and research and development; 
accelerated renovation of infrastructure. 

—An organized transition from defense to civil- 
ian production, including early retirements, re- 
training and relocation of workers, a National Sci- 


ence Foundation fund to help displaced 
scientists and engineers master critical 
civilian technology and conversion loans to small 
defense businesses. 

Clinton said Bush has been taking cues from his 
Republican opponents and from Clinton himself. 

He said the president’s advocacy of measures to 
help pay for education and job training has long 
represented a centerpiece of his own campaign, 
and added that until now the administration has 
waged “an all-out assault on college aid to middle- 
class students.” 

Bush, speaking at Allentown’s Dieruff High 
School, renewed his support for legislation that 
would permit Americans to pay for education or job 
training by borrowing against future earnings. The 
president also proposed expanding eligibility for 
regular federal loans and Pell grants for college 
students. 

Democrat Jerry Brown said outside a free clinic 
in Homestead that lobbyists representing large 
business interests have prevented Congress from 
making progress on a national health care pro- 
gram.

South Korea wants U.S. troops to stay 


SEOUL, South Korea — South Korean President Roh Tae-woo said Thurs- 
day that U.S. troops should remain in Korea even after the reunification of the 
North and South, which he hopes will come in this decade. 

In an interview with the Associated Press, Roh said Communist North 
Korea seems unlikely to make new terrorist attacks against South Korean 
targets, and that he has “never considered” military force necessary to pres- 
sure the North to accept international nuclear inspections. 

Roh’s comments on U.S. forces sharply differed from the views of North 
Korea, which bitterly opposes the American presence in the South. Both 
Koreas are committed in principle to reunification, but have yet to decide how 
it might occur or whether U.S. troops would leave. 

On Wednesday, North Korean leader Kim II Sung declared that foreign 
“Smperialists,” a reference to the United States, were still scheming to domi- 
nate the Korean peninsula. 

The United States has 39,000 troops in South Korea and plans to reduce the 
number to 36,000 this year. It has postponed further reductions until North 
Korea resolves nuclear weapons issues. 

A senior official at North Korea’s Ministry of Atomic Energy, Choe Jung 
Sung, told reporters this week that international inspection of North Korean 
nuclear facilities could start any time after the end of May. 


Pentagon examines war coverage rules 


WASHINGTON — The Pentagon said Thursday it is near agreement with 
the media on new rules for getting news reports out of war zones, responding 
to complaints about restrictions on reporters during the Persian Gulf War. 

Defense spokesman Pete Williams said the guidelines are intended to 
provide that “open and independent reporting will be the principal means of 
coverage of U.S. military operations.” 

The military has agreed to curb the use of pooled coverage and to prohibit 
escort officers from interfering in the reporting process, as occurred on some 
oceasions during the Gulf War. In addition, the Pentagon has agreed to 
provide journalists broad access to military units in combat and to drop 
barriers to journalists filing their own stories. 

Although negotiations resolved most issues, the two sides did not agree on 
whether the military should retain the right to review news copy for security. 


Guam’s strict abortion law overruled 


SAN FRANCISCO — A federal appeals court has overturned a law on the 
U.S. territory of Guam that would have prohibited almost all abortions. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals said Thursday that Roe vs. Wade 
remained the law of the land, despite several recent high court rulings uphold- 
ing state restrictions on abortions. 

Despite criticisms by individual justices, “the Supreme Court itself has 
declined to ... overrule Roe vs. Wade,” said Judge William Canby in the 3-0 
ruling. “It would be both wrong and presumptuous of us now to declare that 
Roe vs. Wade is dead.” 

The Guam law, in effect only four days before it was blocked by a federal 
judge in March 1990, is one of several measures aimed at challenging the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 Roe vs. Wade ruling that proclaimed a woman’s right to 
an abortion. 


Tax case highlights LDS tithing policy 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Church of Scientology tax battle has brought 
attention to tithes and donations by Mormons, Catholics and Jews as well. 

Representatives from the three faiths, including Elder Dallin H. Oaks of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, have been called to testify as 
witnesses for the Internal Revenue Service. 

At issue in the case before the U.S. Tax Court in Washington, D.C., is 
deductibility of charitable donations to a religious organization. 

The IRS claims that Scientologists give members a “quid pro quo” service in 
exchange for fees. The Scientologists counter that many religions do the same 
thing with tithes and offerings. 

In 1989, the Supreme Court disallowed deductions by Scientologist mem- 
bers for contributions for “auditing,” or religious counseling. 

Scientologists point to the Mormon practice of requiring tithing for entrance 
to the temple as an example of a similar quid pro quo arrangement. 

Elder Oaks, testifying in Washington, cited differences. Church policy 
includes many other requirements for a temple recommend. Moreover, tithing 
is selfassessed rather than imposed by the Church. ©, 3" ¥\

For the fourth year in a row, BYU 
has been named to the Templeton 
Foundation Honor Roll for Character 
Building Colleges. BYU is one of 111 
colleges and universities from across 
the nation named. 

The honor roll is an annual listing of 
accredited institutions of higher edu- 
cation across the country which best 
exemplify campuses that encourage 
the development of strong moral 
character among students. 

John Marks Templeton, an invest- 
ment adviser and philanthropist, and 
the Templeton Foundation created 
the honor roll in 1989 with the belief 
that character is built through family, 
church and schools. 

Each year presidents and develop- 
ment directors of four-year accred- 
ited public and private colleges and 
universities nominate institutions for 
the honor roll. 

To be nominated, a school must be 
free of drugs, maintain high stan- 
dards of moral conduct, instill in stu- 
dents a sense of responsibility, en- 
courage students to get involved in 
the community and religious activi- 
ties, promote giving over getting and 
have a campus atmosphere that fos- 
ters caring, thanksgiving, giving and 
forgiving. 

According to the honor roll, institu-

“The 
concept that the guilty party must 
provide restitution to the victim is 
one of the most core ideas in law,” he 
said. 

This method uses some effective 
psychological techniques, he said. 
“We live in a country where we think 
our rights to privacy and to own pos- 
sessions will be honored. Judge 
Brown has turned the situation 
around on the thief by invading their 
privacy. Ifa thief can see the damage 
they have caused by experiencing it 
themselves, then hopefully they will

Sometimes, pictures need to be 
looked at two, maybe three times, to 
discover who is really in them.

During their reunion, the Class of 
’42 toured the hallways’ of the new 
Joseph Smith Building. As Blanche 
Whitely Sheffield, BYU Class of ’42 
secretary, passed a 1907 photograph 
of a large group at Independence, 
Mo., one of the pictured men caught 
her attention. 

Puzzled, she moved on with the 
rest of the group only to return a 
second time to the photograph. Af- 
ter a moment, she realized the man 
was her father, but her classmates 
thought it was unlikely that it was 
her father. So she again returned to 
the photograph and was certain it 
was her father. 


“T knew my father had served his 
mission in Independence, but it took 
me three times to realize who this 
fellow was,” Sheffield said. 

Joseph Earl Whitely, Sheffeild’s 
father, was born in Fountain Green, 
Utah, in 1882 and served in the Cen- 
tral States Mission for two and a 
half years. 

Whitely received his mission call 
onJune 20, 1906 and reported to the 
mission home in Kansas City, Mo., 
where he spent much of his mission, 
and was later transferred to Inde- 
pendence where this photograph 
was taken. 

Larry Porter, a professor of 
Church history, said this pho- 
tograph was taken on the Indepen- 
dence temple site by George Ed- 
ward Anderson, famous Church 
sites photographer.

The “run for No. 1” for the No. 
4-ranked BYU men’s gymnastics 
team concludes during the weekend 
of April 23-25 in Lincoln, Neb., at the 
NCAA nationals.

Sakamoto said the Cougars would 
consider their first trip to the nation- 
als a huge success if they could finish 
in the top three. 

But the BYU coach smiles wide 
when he talks about a BYU national 
championship. 

“For us to do well we would have to 
have the meet of our lives, best meet 
of the season, perfect. And we would 
also have to have the top teams not 
have their best meets,” Sakamoto 
said. 

The Cougar coach: mentioned that 
all the teams at the finals are excel- 
lent and if one team hits its routines 
that team will walk off with the na- 
tional championship. 

The field will be reduced from eight 
to three teams during the first day of 
competition. Sakamoto said if BYU 
can qualify for one of the three spots, 
the NCAA championship will be 
within reach.

WARSAW, Poland — Consider 
the perils of dyeing your hair follow- 
ing French instructions, fighting an 
ant infestation with instructions in 
Arabic or ending up with a can of 
squid rings in garlic sauce by acci- 
dent. 

Scrutinizing packages has become a 
national pastime for Poles newly con- 
fronted by a dazzling array of im- 
ported products, The problem: only a 
few are labeledin Polish. 

“Nearly 2 1/2 years into Eastern Eu- 
rope’s most dramatic economic re- 
forms, Poles can choose from a 
plethora of goods that could hardly 
have been imagined during the 1980s, 
when leaky vinegar bottles — labeled 
in Polish, to be sure — were virtually 
all that was piled high. 

But there is already resentment 
that even routine marketing trips re- 
semble a “Let’s go shopping” lesson in 
a foreign language class. 

Some Poles are responding with 
the first hints of a “Buy Polish” drive, 
others simply with confusion. 

“When the Polish market has been 
swamped by imported products, the 
consumer is to a great extent incapac- 
itated,” said Andrzej Nowak of the 
Department of Economic Strategies. 

“I don’t know foreign languages so 
it’s hard to know what anything is,” 
sighed Iwona Pruszkawska, a young 
mother trying to decipher German 
yogurt flavors from the pictures.

The attorney general’s office said 
managers at the radio station and 
Parrish discussed how Premier could 
raise money to fund the purchase of 
Levi’s 501 jeans for resale in Europe. 

A plan to sell vacations for $600 
each was developed.

Kirk Wright, Juab School District 
superintendent, said curriculum 
changes were proposed as a result of 
the America 2000 program.

In September 1991 Provo was 
named “America’s most livable city” 
by Money magazine. Because of this 
title and being featured in Money 
magazine, the Provo/Orem Chamber 
of Commerce has received up to 100 
calls per day from people wanting to 
move into the city. Lately they’ve re- 
ceived about 60 requests for informa- 
tion a day. 

However, BYU students have 
their own opinion of Provo. Most 
claim it was the university, not the 
city, that brought them here. Many 
students view Provo as not much 
more than a college town. 

Julie Kenney, 19, a sophomore 
from Redlands, Calif., said she came 
to Provo because of BYU and she 
thinks Provo thrives on BYU. 

Megan Sanborn, 19, a sophomore 
from Seattle, Wash., agreed. “It’s 
hard to divorce Provo from BYU.” 

Some students said the mountains 
and the people make Provo livable, 
although some said the lack of culture 
and the air quality in Provo make this 
city unattractive to stay in and raise 
families. 

“I don’t like the air quality in 
Provo,” said Scott Broadhead, 26, a 
law student from Palm Springs, Calif. 

Kevin Lake, 23, a junior in English 
from St. Louis, Mo., said, “Everyone 
says the air quality is bad because of 
Geneya,Steel.. L think it?s: because:of 
the lacktef trees.” inns wine M4 

Broadhead said he wouldn’t live 
here if he didn’t have to, but he said he 
likes the safe community atmosphere. 
“T don’t feel reluctant to let (my fam- 
ily) walk outside late at night.” 

Although Sanborn said she likes 
Provo because of the mountains, she 
dislikes it for its “lack of culture. 
Other places have tons of bookstores 
and art stores, and that’s what I like,” 
she said. 

Doug Burgett, 28, a junior from 
Houston, Texas, said, “Compared to 
other places I’ve lived, there’s less to 

do here.” 

A college city like Provo can’t offer 
all the cultural benefits of larger cit- 
ies, he said. 

“There’s not enough diversity 
here,” said Jerry Izu, 19, a junior in 
chemical engineering from San Jose, 
Calif. 

“The opportunities for work (in 
Provo) are not here yet,” said Steve 
Barnum, 23, a junior from Warden, 
Wash.

The vacation offers were broadcast 
on KTKK on the home shopping show 
and through ad-libs by radio personal- 
ities, in newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertisements and by fliers placed on 
windshields at various retail outlets, 
the affidavit said. 

An affidavit filed in early April 
named Rubin Rodriguez, Jr., 31, 
KTKK station manager; Julie Mark, 
42, manager of the Shopping Show; 
and D & B Broadcasting Company 
Inc., operating under the trademark 
K-TALK Radio, for communications 
fraud, the attorney general’s office 
said. 

Rodriguez and Mark sold the pack- 
ages but neglected to inform the 
buyers that their money was being 
used to purchase and resell Levi’s in 
Europe, and that their travel was de- 
pendent upon the profit realized from 
the sale of the jeans, the attorney 
general’s office said. 

“To date these individuals have not 
received their travel packages, and 
none of the individuals have received 
a full refund of their monies,” the affi- 
davit said.

year, $6.5 million modernization pro- 
ject. 

The attorney asked the commission 
to endorse the company’s application 
to the Division of Economic Develop- 
ment for $6.5 million in industrial rev- 
enue bonds. 

Because the company would not be 
liable for repaying the bonds, the 
commissioners ratified the company’ s 
application. “It behooves us to sup- 
port this expansion,” Commissioner 
Malcolm Beck said. 

Pacific States, located between 
Provo and Springville, manufactures 
and sells iron pipe, fittings, valves 
and hydrants. 

Frank Marold, director of sales at 
Pacific States, said the company 
prefers to keep its business matters 
private and that the company’s ex- 
pansion plans are of no interest to the 
public. 

But according to the company’s 
bond application, most of the money 
would be used to install equipment 
necessary to comply with Environ- 
mental Protection Agency standards 
and to rebuild manufacturing equip- 
ment at the plant. 

The modernization is needed to 
make the plant competitive and safe 
for workers, the application said. 

According to the application, about 
$1.7 million would be spent on air pol- 
lution and groundwater monitoring 
equipment. About $1.6 million of the 
bond would be used to purchase a new 
pipe-casting machine and about $1.5 
million would be spent to rebuild 
equipment.
